a code segment for forwarding a/response of the seller to the buyer; 

a code segment for receiving initiation and payment documents utilizing a network; 

a code segment for receiving /Secondary documents selected from the group consisting of 
an insurance certificate, inspection certificate, certificate of origin, 
invoice/declaratiory counselor's invoice, sanction and boycott declaration, 
packing list, weight list, lab test report, and beneficiary certificate; and 

a code segment for send/ng the secondary documents to a bank to be checked, wherein 
the buyer accesses the secondary documents via the bank.

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44. (previously presented) The computer program as recited in claim 43, and further 
comprising a code segment for categorizing the at Jeast one bid based on a predetermined 
criteria. 

45. (previously presented) The computer p/ogram as recited in claim 44, wherein the step of 
categorizing the bids includes ranking or segmenting the bids.
